New program provides relief for struggling families 
while increasing efficiency of tax collection 


Clinton, Kentucky (May 21, 2015): 
Hickman County Attorney, Jason Batts, 
announced that the office has now fully 
implemented a new program designed 
to assist those families struggling to pay 
their taxes while benefiting the needs 
of the community. The new program 
has been met with great enthusiasm by 
people taking advantage of it. “The 
response has been overwhelming,” 
Batts said. “There are a lot of people 
who want to pay their taxes, but cannot 
afford to pay them in one large, lump 
sum.” 

Under the old system of tax 


collection, any delinquent taxes were 
due in one payment, which was often 
more than some families could make 
and continue to put food on the table. 
By the time the person saved up the 
money, their property might be in 
foreclosure, or subject to the high 
penalty rates required by companies 
who sometimes rush in to buy a 
person’s tax bill the moment they 
become delinquent. Those participating 
in the new program have an opportunity 
to pay their taxes and avoid these 
scenarios, while contributing their fair 
share to the community. 


Through the program, individuals 
who are delinquent on their taxes can 
now opt to enter into an agreement 
with the County Attorney’s Office 
whereby they are permitted to spread 
out payments of the total due over 6 
months or more depending on the 
amount. It is an option that many 
have already eagerly accepted. “We 
have had lots of people almost in tears 
because they were so happy to learn 
there was an option now that allowed 
them to pay monthly installments 
over time and save their home, while 
leaving enough money in their budget 


each month to pay for food and other 
necessities,” Batts said. It is a program 
that took coordination with other 
offices and help from other county 
officials involved in tax collection. 
“The Sheriff’s office, the PVA’s office, 
and the County Clerk’s office have all 
given their time and insight to help get 
this program up and running,” Batts 
said. “It is something we could not 
have created without their help.” 

Although the program has proven 
successful, delinquent taxpayers are 
still responsible for paying their fair 
share of taxes. Through the program, 


if a delinquent participant misses one 
payment, they can forfeit their right 
to the program and any amount due 
can be enforced through eventual 
foreclosure, Batts explained. “This is 
an opportunity, not a handout,” said 
Batts. “The impact of government 
should not be to automatically put 
people in poverty when they genuinely 
want to pay their fair share, but are 
having difficulty providing for their 
family.” Taxpayers have even agreed to 
pay taxes that have been due for years

Dear Cheryl, 

I think you guys are handling your 
money poorly. You’re acting like his 
mother instead of his wife, and he’s 
acting like a little boy instead of a man. 
You don’t want to give your husband an 
allowance and then not be happy when he 
spends money “he didn’t have” because he 
went over what you dictated to him. That’s 
a bad budget process. 

The budget process, if you’re the nerd in 
the family, should start with you writing 
it all out. Then he sits down with you, has 
an equal say in the decisions and you two okay it together. 
He needs to understand that this is you asking him to man- 
up and be part of the decision-making process, so that you 
can both be in agreement as to what’s best for the family. 

In one sense, you may not like it at first, because right now 
you’ve got control of things. But in another sense, I’ll bet 
you’re pretty tired of carrying the weight of all the financial 
decision making and being the only adult in the household. 

He doesn’t even have to work on all that much. I want 
you to lay it out, but I expect him to sit down and go over 
it all with you. You’re not asking him to be an accountant 
with a pocket protector, but you have every right to expect 
him to be in on the decisions that are made about your 
family and your finances!

Stay with the bank 

Dear Dave, 

My wife and I are debt-free except for our home, and 
we’re currently putting money aside for our fully loaded 
emergency fund of three to six months of expenses. 
Currently, we have our emergency fund account in the same 
bank as our checking and savings accounts. Do you think 
we should move it to a different bank?

Dear Steve, 

I wouldn’t worry too much about that if I were you. The 
only exception to that might be if you had loans that you 
owed to that same bank. Then, I would probably move my 
emergency fund out of there just in case something went 
wrong with the loans. 

Some commercial loan documents now give the bank the 
right to take money out of your account to pay the loan — 
without your permission. If you had a car loan, for instance, 
with that particular bank, I wouldn’t keep a bunch of money 
in that bank. They normally don’t do that unless you’re way 
behind on the bill — and then it gets pretty adversarial. 

Sometimes there can be things like a simple clerical error, 
and there’s no chance of that happening if the money’s in 
another bank. But in your situation, I don’t see any harm in 
you being there.

Hickman County Attorney 
Jason Batts spoke to Clinton 
Rotarians Wednesday about the 
new County Attorney Traffic 
Safety Program. 

Batts said that this program 
provides an alternative penalty 
for mild traffic violations 
without the long term effects 
that a typical speeding ticket 
can bring. 

“The program is based on 
historical data that clearly 
demonstrates that the majority 
of individuals who receive a 
traffic citation are responsible, 
law-abiding citizens who likely 
provide for their families, pay 
their taxes, and are the strength 
of any community,” he said. 

Batts said that typically, a 
traffic citation results in fines 
and court costs that range from 
$150 to $200. The secondary 
penalties often associated 
with a conviction of a minor 
traffic offense are often more 
problematic to families and 
otherwise-law-abiding citizens. 
These problems can include a 
substantial increase is the costs 
of vehicle insurance, loss of 
“points” on a driver’s record 
from the state, and even loss 
of the driver’s job. The CATS 
program was implemented to 
provide a penalty for speeding, 
while minimizing the secondary 
impacts on hard-working 


families and people. 

Those interested in 
participating in the CATS 
program must complete an 
“Agreement and Agreed Order” 
form, pay $100 to “Hickman 
CATS Program,” and pay $25 
to “Hickman Circuit Clerk.” 
He said that the $125 cost 
to participate in the CATS 
program is still below what it 
would cost in court, and there 
are no secondary effects of the 
violation, like points off the 
driver’s license or increased 
insurance premiums. 

Those eligible to participate 
in the CATS program include 
those cited with speeding (less 
that 26 MPH over), failure 
to illuminate/dim headlights, 
failure to stop at signal/railroad 
crossing/stop sign, wrong way 
on one-way street, improper 
start, improper turn, illegal 
u-turn, too fast for conditions, 
too slow for conditions, careless 
driving, following too closely, 
and others. 

Offenses not eligible for the 
CATS program include reckless/ 
careless driving citations, any 
drug-related or alcohol-related 
offense, no insurance citations, 
driving on a suspended driver’s 
license, drivers not holding a 
CDL license while driving a 
commercial vehicle, any traffic 
offense that constitutes an 


undue danger to the traveling 
public. 

Batts said that approval 
or denial of applications to 
participate in the CATS program 
is subject to prosecutorial 
discretion of the county 
attorney based on the particular 
circumstances or details of the 
alleged violations. 

He said that the $100 fee 
paid to the CATS program from 
participants will only be used 
for the operating expenses of 


the County Attorney’s Office in 
accordance with KRS 186.574 
and the terms of the Technical 
Audit Buletin approved by the 
Office of the Attorney General 
and Kentucky County Attorney 
Association. The $25 fee to 
the Hickman County Circuit 
Clerk’s Office will also be used 
in accordance with the law. 

Though already a member of 
the Clinton Rotary Club, Batts 
spoke Wednesday as a guest of 
Patricia Kelly.

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Social Security Matters

QUESTION: I have been 
dating a younger man for a cou¬ 
ple of years now (I’m 65 and 
he’s 59). We’ve been talking 
about getting married. Since I 
had a very small Social Secu¬ 
rity benefit on my own record, 
I’ve been collecting a spousal 
benefit off of my ex-husband’s 
record. I know my boyfriend 
isn’t old enough to be able to 
give me a spousal benefit for 
at least another few years. So 
I don’t know what to do. Can 
you tell me what the conse¬ 
quences are if I get married in 
terms of my Social Security 
benefit? 

ANSWER: You definitely 
are in an interesting position 
because you will lose your 
ex-spouse benefit if you get 
remarried, and you are correct 
that your new husband is too 
young to give you a new spou¬ 
sal benefit. However, you did 
mention that you have your 
own retirement benefit. As you 
may already know, the young¬ 
er you are when you apply, the 
smaller the benefit because it is 
reduced for taking it when you 
are younger than full retire¬ 
ment age. You did not mention 
how old you were when you 
applied for an ex-spouse ben¬ 
efit, but regardless your own 
benefit would be larger now 
than when you first applied. I 
bring this up because if you get 
remarried, you can take your 
own benefit to replace the ex¬ 
spouse benefit. Then in three 
years when your new husband 
is 62 and you are 68, you can 
opt to take a spousal benefit off 
of your new husband and let 
your own benefit earn delayed 
retirement credits until you are 
70. On the flip side, since you 
will be taking your own bene¬ 
fit, your new husband can take 
a spousal benefit off of your re¬ 
cord when he is 62. 


There is another thing you 
should take into consideration, 
which is a surviving spouse 
benefit. Let’s say you got re¬ 
married and this second mar¬ 
riage was to end for some rea¬ 
son. If it ended in divorce, you 
would once again be eligible 
for an ex-spouse benefit from 
the first husband. If you were 
married to your second hus¬ 
band for 10 years, you could 
choose whichever ex-spouse 
benefit is larger. If it were to 
end because your second hus¬ 
band passed away, a few dif¬ 
ferent things could happen 
depending on the exact circum¬ 
stances. If your first husband 
were still alive, you could get 
ex-spouse benefits again or 
surviving spouse benefits from 
your second husband (provid¬ 
ed your second marriage lasted 
at least 9 months). If your first 
husband also passed away, you 
would be eligible for a surviv¬ 
ing spouse benefit off of either 
husbands’ benefit because you 
got remarried after the age of 
60. Note that the surviving 
spouse benefit is 100% of the 
husband’s benefit, not 50%; 
however, you cannot get a sur¬ 
viving spouse benefit (or any 
spousal benefit) from both hus¬ 
bands at the same time - only 
one. 

QUESTION: I already start¬ 
ed taking my Social Security 
benefits but decided I should 
go back into the workforce. 
I was told that if I earn more 
now than I did previously, my 
benefit could actually increase. 
I really don’t expect that to 
happen since I’m just working 
in a low-level part-time job. 
Is it possible that my current 
earnings will lower my aver¬ 
age income and result in a low¬ 
er benefit? 

ANSWER: It is true that if 
someone earns more money 


now than they used to they 
could get a higher benefit, even 
if they already filed for Social 
Security. This is because your 
benefit is based on your aver¬ 
age income in your highest 
35 years of earnings, which 
is called Average Indexed 
Monthly Earnings (AIME). 
Every year Social Security 
will recalculate your average 
to see if your benefit amount 
should be increased. Don’t 
worry, though. Since your 
benefit is based on your larg¬ 
est income-earning years, there 
is no way that a lower income 
will decrease your benefit. The 
worst thing that would happen 
is that your benefit would re¬ 
main the same. 

Keep in mind, however, that 
I am only talking about your 
base benefit amount and not re¬ 
ductions due to earning income 
that is more than the annual 
earnings limit. That is a differ¬ 
ent issue. The annual earnings 
limit applies if you have in¬ 
come over a certain amount be¬ 
fore you reach full retirement 
age. If your income is over 
the earnings limit, your benefit 
will be reduced; however, this 
is unrelated to your AIME.

Memorial Day, originally 
called Decoration Day, is a 
day of remembrance for those 
who have died in service of the 
United States of America. Over 
two dozen cities and towns 
claim to be the birthplace of 
Memorial Day. While Waterloo 
N.Y. was officially declared the 
birthplace of Memorial Day by 
President Lyndon Johnson in 
May 1966, it’s difficult to prove 
conclusively the origins of the 
day. 

Regardless of the exact date 
or location of its origins, one 
thing is clear - Memorial Day 
was borne out of the Civil War 
and a desire to honor our dead. 
It was officially proclaimed on 
5 May 1868 by General John 
Logan, national commander 
of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, in his General Order 
No. 11. “The 30th of May, 1868, 
is designated for the purpose 
of strewing with flowers, or 
otherwise decorating the graves 
of comrades who died in defense 
of their country during the late 
rebellion, and whose bodies 
now lie in almost every city, 
village and hamlet churchyard 
in the land,” he proclaimed. 
The date of Decoration Day, as 
he called it, was chosen because 
it wasn’t the anniversary of any 
particular battle. 

On the first Decoration 
Day, General James Garfield 
made a speech at Arlington 
National Cemetery, and 5,000 


participants decorated the 
graves of the 20,000 Union 
and Confederate soldiers buried 
there. 

The first state to officially 
recognize the holiday was 
New York in 1873. By 1890 
it was recognized by all of 
the northern states. The South 
refused to acknowledge the day, 
honoring their dead on separate 
days until after World War I 
(when the holiday changed 
from honoring just those who 
died fighting in the Civil War to 
honoring Americans who died 
fighting in any war). 

It is now observed in almost 
every state on the last Monday 
in May with Congressional 
passage of the National Holiday 
Act of 1971 (P.L. 90 - 363). 
This helped ensure a three day 
weekend for Federal holidays, 
though several southern states 
have an additional separate day 
for honoring the Confederate 
war dead: January 19th in Texas; 
April 26th in Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, and Mississippi; May 
10th in South Carolina; and June 
3rd (Jefferson Davis’ birthday) 
in Louisiana and Tennessee. 

Red Poppies 

In 1915, inspired by the poem 
“In Flanders Fields,” Moina 
Michael replied with her own 
poem: 

We cherish too, the Poppy 
red 

That grows on fields where 


valor led, 

It seems to signal to the skies 
That blood of heroes never 
dies. 

She then conceived of an idea 
to wear red poppies on Memorial 
day in honor of those who died 
serving the nation during war. 
She was the first to wear one, 
and sold poppies to her friends 
and co-workers with the money 
going to benefit servicemen in 
need. Later a Madam Guerin 
from France was visiting the 
United States and learned of 
this new custom started by Ms. 
Michael. When she returned to 
France she made artificial red 
poppies to raise money for war 
orphaned children and widowed 
women. This tradition spread 
to other countries. In 1921, the 
Franco-American Children’s 
League sold poppies nationally 
to benefit war orphans of 
France and Belgium. The 
League disbanded a year later 
and Madam Guerin approached 
the VFW for help. 

Shortly before Memorial Day 
in 1922 the VFW became the 
first veterans’ organization to 
nationally sell poppies. Two 
years later their “Buddy” Poppy 
program was selling artificial 
poppies made by disabled 
veterans. In 1948 the US Post 
Office honored Ms. Michael 
for her role in founding the 
National Poppy movement by 
issuing a red 3 cent postage 
stamp with her likeness on it.

USDA Reminds Farmers 
to Certify Conservation 
Compliance by June 1 Deadline 


Producers May 
Need to Take Action 
to Remain Eligible 
for Crop Insurance 
Premium Support 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) reminds 
farmers to file a Highly 
Erodible Land Conservation 
and Wetland Conservation 
Certification form (AD-1026) 
with their local USDA Service 
Center by June 1, 2015. The 
2014 Farm Bill requires 
producers to have the form on 
file in order to remain eligible, 
or to become eligible for crop 
insurance premium support. 

Many farmers already have a 
certification form on file since 
it’s required for participation 
in most USDA programs 
including marketing assistance 
loans, farm storage facility 
loans and disaster assistance. 
However, farmers who only 
participate in the federal 
crop insurance program must 


now file a 
certification 
form to 
receive crop 
insurance 
premium 
support. 

These 
producers 
might 
include 
specialty crop farmers who 
may not participate in other 
USDA programs. 

USDA has conducted 
extensive outreach over 
the past year, especially 
to producers who only 
participate in the federal crop 
insurance program and may 
be subject to conservation 
compliance for the first time. 
Along with the outreach done 
by crop insurance agents and 
companies, USDA efforts have 
included letters, postcards, 
phone calls, producer 
meetings and interaction with 
stakeholder groups to help 
them reach their members. 
While there are procedures 


in place 
to correct 
good faith 
errors and 
omissions 
o n 

certification 
forms, the 
deadline 
cannot be 
waived or 
extended and a form must be 
filed by June 1. 

The Highly Erodible Land 
Conservation and Wetland 
Conservation Certification 
form AD-1026 is available at 
local USDA Service Centers 
or online at www.fsa.usda. 
go v/AD 1026form .When a 
farmer completes this form, 
USDA’s Farm Service Agency 
and Natural Resources 
Conservation Service staff 
will identify any additional 
actions that may be required 
for compliance with highly 
erodible land and wetland 
provisions. USDA’s Risk 
Management Agency, through 
the Federal Crop Insurance 


Corporation, manages the 
federal crop insurance 
program. 

Today’s announcement was 
made possible by the 2014 
Farm Bill, which builds on 
historic economic gains in 
rural America over the past 
six years, while achieving 
meaningful reform and billions 
of dollars in savings for the 
taxpayer. Since enactment, 
USDA has implemented 
many provisions of this 
critical legislation, providing
